At 1330 hours on 18 January ;^Eany persons in Saint Arnaud observed an 
object leaving a double trail of ^’Mte^mok^7 describing an Inaaense circle 
over the town. Several officers at La Remonte [military base nearby?] even 
heard a strange so'ond made by the object, which seemed to have come from the 
north, (A similar obseinfation had been^ade^bn I6 Jahuhry, when the object 
had come from the west.) The meteorological station at Oued Baaimime air- 
port (near Constantine) heported that it had observed a double trail of smoke 
at l400 hours but ccncluded that the smoke came from a^plane flying at great 
altitude. 

At 1430 hours. Inhabitants of Setlf saw an object arrive from the east, 
emitting bluish smoke tVails end moving relatively slowly. After circling 
above the town for several seconds, it suddenly headed back in the direction 
Of Saint Arnaud at great speed. Most “of the spectators described it as being 
cigar-shaped end flying at high altitude. 

Finally, at 1645 hours on the same day, a large, lumlcous, rectangular- 
shaped object was seen over C'clcd LJellal (2C0 kilometers southwoct of Setlf) 
for over 30 alnutes following e rectilinear course. The object came from the 
east and disappeared toward the W’est,
